The British Government has received amended pro- 
posals from France. which, it is understood, bear evidence of the 
wenuine desire of the French Government to reich & settlement af 
this question and waich are being considered by tha British Govern-| 
ment in a like “pirit. ; , . |

BRITISH CLEMENCY PLEASES EGYPT.

OfSeial information from Cairo shows that the best impression 
has been ade upon the Exyptian public by the action of the Britis 
Government in agreeing to the release of practically a!l prisoners 
sentenced in military courts. In notifsing this decision to Zazhlul 
Pasha, Mr. AoJ.C. Kerr, acting British High Commissioner, declared 
that with a view to the consolidation of friendship hetween Great 
Britain and Egypt, the British Government were willing to assent to 
as wide measures of indemnity as pos le and ther would therefore 
sanction the release oY all prisoners who. in the opinion of the 
Egyptian Government and the British High Commissioner, could be 
set free without danger to pubic security. [t iz expected that of 
125 prisonors only & amall number will be detsined far this reason. 
{: is understood that Zaghlul Pasha has given an assurance that the 
amnesty wilPinvolve no risk to public security.

she received clearance. papers, 
although the Mixed Court, from 
which 17 of the crew are- under 
remand’ in connexion with the 
shooting affray on board st the 
Kaiyoshs Wharf, on the same 
‘morning iseued an injunction 
against the vessel's departure for 
Japan. 

On Thursday previously, when . 
the accused men made their third 
appearance in Court, it was an- 
nounced that tha Chinese authori- 
ties claimed jurisdiction, but the 
betch declined to accede to the 
request on that day, adjourning 
the case. 

On the Saturday morning 
following, Dr./Q. Fischer applied 
to Messrs. Jacobs 
Assessor), Thorgeir . Sioveland 
(Norwegian Assessor) and Magis- 
trate Li, for the case to be heard 
in the Chinese Court, Dr. Fis- 
cher’s request for privileze of 
argument, as instructed by the 
Commissioner of Foreign Affairs, 
was granted, and February 14 - 
was fixed ax the time. 

Mr. A.S. Allan, who bad assist 
ed io the prosecution, appeared 
in the Mixed Court on behalf cf 
Captain Tezdorf. an American. 
citizen and the former master of 
the ship under whose command 
the vessel procee- ted from Ham- 
burg to Colombo. Hy alleged that 
his ‘salary totalling Tls. 2,700 
had not been paid and because of 
theclaim Mr Allan asked that 
the steamer should be enjoined 
against leaving the port, whieh, 
Tequest was granted and the 
injunction issued. But the ship’ 
sailed.
